CR-«69. During that time, he 
estimated about a half dozen 
shots were fired from the pur- 
sued car. He said Brando res- 


jionded with a couple of rounds, 
and that he fired once. 


"\Ve didn't have any trouble 


keeping up with them," the 
trooper related. "But anytime 
we got close to them they would 
fire, so we'd back off." 


Reinsch said that near where

the Cuss county line, Brando 
fired a shot knocking out the 
rear window of the suspect's 
car. Shortly afterward, the 
vehicle failed to negotiate im S- 
curve in the road, slammed into 
a tree, then hit a parked car and 
station wagon in the yard of 
Charles Deuel of rural Decatur.

Sen. Buckley May Play Spoiler 
Role At Republican Convention 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Sen. James L. Buckley has 
shown little interest in being 
lapped as President Ford's 
potential running mate but 
instead he reportedly is con- 
sidering a run for the top 
spot. Several newspapers 
reported today that conser- 


' vatives may place the New 


York senator's name in 
nomination for President in 
an effort to deadlock the 
Republican National Conven- 
tion on the first ballot next 
Wednesday in Kansas City. 
The New York Times quoted 
Buckley as saying: "They 
wanted to test the waters and 
they urged me not to close the 
door and to keep an open 
mind." He also said he would 


do "nothing to foreclose or 
encourage it." 


A third entry could deny a 


first-ballot 
nomination to 


President Ford or Ronald 
Reagan. 
Some 
Reagan 


backers feel that Reagan 
could win on a second ballot 
with votes from delegates 
who arc committed to Ford 
only on .the first ballot. 
Buckley, a Conservative- 
Republican, is among at least 
15 Republicans whom the 
White House has asked for 
health and financial informa- 
tion as part of Fort's screen- 
ing process to select a run- 
ning mate. 


The list, which the White

prominent Republicans and 
asking if they were contacted.

Personally, Robert T. Herkner's 


most noticeable trait was a quiet 
approach to life. Mostly, he seemed to 
have an ear cocked listening for other 
people's ideas. When he himself 
spoke, he did so in carefully con- 
sidered terms. 


The retired founder of the Twin Ci- 


ties' largest certified public account- 
ing firm — Herkner, Smits, Miskill 
and Merrifield — died Monday. He 
had made few waves during his 70 
years but accomplished much. 


Unquestionably, his considerate at- 


titude toward others was a major 
reason that he was entrusted with a 
host of important positions.

Two condemnation suits have been filed in lierricn Circuit court to 


acquire property fur eonslruction of a new Somcrlaylon bridge 
wmcn is scheduled lo start late nest spring, according lo the 
Michigan Department of State Highways and Transportaion. The 
department also said the new bridge is scheduled to he the first 
designed in the slate with metric measurements. 


The new bridge will replace the 77-year-old span that carries 


M-1J9 (US-31) traffic over the St. Joseph river between Benlon and 


Jd/yaltml townships-. The condemnation suits seek property fur 
approaches to the new bridge — 8.7 acres .south of the river and 5.5 
acres north of the river. Jack Morgan, manager of the public- invol- 
vement section of the highway department, said the estimated cost 
of the new structure is H,881,UUO. He estimated contracts tor Ilk- 
bridge could be awarded in Auril or May, 1S77. with construction 
beginning soon afterward, depending on the availability of steel. 
Morgan saxl construction on tlie new bridge should take about two 
years before completion. 


Named defendants in Uw condemnation suits were Mr. and Mrs. 


Robert .1. McCoy, who own the property southeast of the bridge, and 


J.V. Burkell and Mr. and Mrs. Gale Ilartline. joint owners of the 
proiierly northeast of the bridge. The suits estimate compensation 
for the McCoys' properly at $li5.320 and the oilier property at 
SZS.350. The suits set out statements of necessity and a declaration of 
the taking of the properly between Wyndwicke and Diller roads. 


In connection with the suits, lierrien Circuit Judge Chester J. 


Byrnsset hearings for Sept. 27 and Oct.4 to determine the dale when 
the highway department can take possession of the property, set a 
date for trials for the parcels on which the compensation is contest- 
ed, and enter defaults on property for which the people do not appear

I\vo condemnation ¡suits have been filed m Berrien Circuit court to 
acquire property for construction of a new Somerlayton bridge 
which is scheduled to start late next spring, according to the 
Michigan Department of State Highways and Transportaion. The 
department also said the new bridge is scheduled to be the first 
design<*d in the state with metric measurements. 


The new bridge will replace the 77-year-old span that carries 
M-1J9 (US-31) traffic over the St. Joseph river between Benton and 


Way 


Koyalton townships. The condemnation suits seek property for 
approaches to the new bridge — S.7 acres south of the river and 5.5 
acres north of the river. Jack Morgan, manager of the public invol­ 
vement section of the highway department, said the estimated cost 
of the new structure is $1.891,000. He estimated contracts for the 
bridge could be awarded in April or May, 1977, with construction 
beginning soon afterward, depending on the availability of steel. 
Morgan said construction on the new bridge should take about two 
years before completion. 


Named defendants in the condemnation suits were Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert J. McCoy, who own the property southeast of the bridge, and 


•I V. Burkett and Mr. and Mrs. Gale Hartline, joint owners of the 
property northeast of the bridge. The stills estimate compensation 
for the McCoys' property at $65,320 and the other property at 
$23,350. The suits set out statements of necessity and a declaration of 
tin* taking of the property between Wyndwicke and Diller roads. 


In connection with the suits, Berrien Circuit Judge Chester .1 
Byrns set hearings for Sept. 27 and Oct. 4 to determine the date when 
the highway department can take possession of the property, set a 
dat(‘ for trials for the parcels on which the compensation is contest­ 
ed. and enter defaults on property for which the people do not appear

EAST LANSING — Despite some risk of producing new 


cancers, the benefits gained from X-ray breast examina- 
tions far outweigh the costs, according to Dr. Clifford 
Wclsch, professor of anatomy and cancer researcher at 
Michigan State university.

induce up to 20 breast cancers for every million women 
screened.

dozens, if not hundreds of 
dishes which start with fresh 
sweet corn. 


It takes the kernels of about 
six ears of sweet corn, cooked 
and cut from the cob, to make a 
corn salad which is most at­ 
tractively served in ham cor­ 
nucopias. Or, you may prefer a 
Hot Corn Salad, equally easy 
and flavorful. Sweet corn goes 
with all kinds of meats, fish, 
fowl or vegetables and there is 
nothing quite like the texture 
and flavor of the fresh corn 
kernels. 


Mix chilled kernels with 
chunked cooked chicken or 
turkey, ham or bacon bits. Corn 
is good with cheese chunks or 
vegetables such as diced toma­ 
toes or chopped celery, raw 
zucchini, cucumbers, 
green 
peppers, green onions, new po­ 
tatoes or radishes — almost any 
kind of vegetable, leafy green or 
cooked. 


Heat destroys the sweetness 
of corn so place your bag of 
fresh corn in the refrigerator 
and use it as soon as possible. 


FRESH CORN SALAD IN HAM 
CORNUCOPIAS 
Four ears fresh corn 
One-half cup diced green 
pepper 


One-fourth cup finely chopped 
onion 


One-fourth cup diced pimiento 
One-fourth cup mayonnaise 
One and one-half teaspoons 
lemon Juice 
One-half teaspoon salt 
One-half teaspoon sugar 
One-eighth teaspoon ground 
black pepper 
Eight slices cooked ham, 
about one-fourth-inch thick 
Remove husks and silks from 
corn. Cook corn in boiling water 
to cover for three minutes. 
Remove corn from water and 
cool. Cut kernels from cobs 
(makes about three cups). In a 
large bowl combine corn with 
remaining ingredients except 
ham; cover and chill. Place 
about one-third cup corn mix­ 
ture on each ham slice. Bring 
two opposite corners together, 
secure with a wooden pick, if 
needed. Makes four servings 


HOT CORN SALAD 
Six ears fresh corn 
Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine 
One cup diced celery 
One-fourth cup finely chopped 


onion 
One teaspoon salt 
One teaspoon sugar 
One teaspoon lemon juice 
One-fourth teaspoon ground 
cumin 


One-eighth teaspoon ground 
black pepper 
One-fourth 
cup 
chopped 
parsley 


Remove husks and silks from 
corn; cut kernels from cobs, 
scraping milk from cobs with a 
spoon (makes about four cups); 
set aside. In a large skillet melt 
butter. Add celery and onion; 
saute for three minutes. Stir in 
reserved corn, salt, sugar, 
lemon juice, cumin and black 
pepper. Cook and stir over 
moderate heat until corn is 
cooked, about five minutes. Stir 
in parsley. Serve hot. 


If your family thinks vegeta­ 
bles are uninteresting, good 
recipes may change their atti­ 
tude. Just like meat or chicken, 
vegetables are enhanced by 
gentle spicing and the thought­ 
ful use of herbs. 


A prime rule for cooking 
vegetables is to boil them for 
the least amount of time in the 
least amount of liquid. 


SAVORY STRING BEANS 
One pound string beans 
Two tablespoons butter or 
margarine 
One garlic clove, crushed 
One-fourth 
teaspoon 
pow­ 
dered ginger 
One-half pound lean tender 
beef, diced 
Two medium onions, sliced 
One can (thirteen and three- 
fourths ounce) beef broth 
Two tablespoons soy sauce

In large saucepan, heat but­ 
ter, garlic* and ginger Add meat 
and cook over high heat, stir­ 
ring frequently, until browned. 
Add onions and saute until 
browned. Add broth, soy sauce, 
bay leaf, parsley and string 
beans. Cover and simmer 15 to 
20 minutes or until beans are 
tender Remove bay leaf. Serve 
over hot rice, if desired 
Makes three main-dish or five 
to six side-dish servings

Make a gash in center or 
c rust for steam to escape Bake 
in preheated 45ft degree oven for 
eight minutes. Reduce heat to 
350 degrees and bake until crust 
is browned, 5ft to BO minutes. 
Makes six portions.

However, this partic ular type of 
pepper got lost in the shuffle 
and was reintroduced to North 
America by European colonists.

Legislator Pushes Rewriting 


Of Michigan's Juvenile Code 


LANSING. Mich. (AP) - 


Rewriting the stale juvenile 
code to counter gang violence in 
Detroit should be a top legisla- 
tive priority, a sponsor of such - 
legislation says. 


House Minority Leader Den- 


nis Cawthorne, R-Manistee, 
said Tuesday the legislature 
must rewrite the code "lo meet 
an existing situation which is 
getting rapidly out of control." 


Under Cawthome's bill, those 


aged 19 lo 18 could be confined 
for up to three years for com- 
mitting a felony. Youths in- 
volved would be placed in a 
special program and would be 
segregated from older of- 
fenders. 


In 
addition, truants, 
in- 


corrigibles and runaways could, 
as a last resort, be placed in 
"secure detention" if other 
methods to help them failed. 


The bill would require stale- 


provided local or regional child 
care 
facilities, 
including 


separate units for differing 
types of offenders. 


Under the measure, juvenile 


court records would be des- 
troyed 
when 
the offender 


reached cilhcr 18 or 21, depend- 
ing on Ihc crime. 


Two other measures aimed at 


changing the code also are 
pending in the House. One, 
sponsored by Rep. Lynn Jon- 
dahl, D-East Lansing, takes 


truancy and runaways — "sta- 
tus offenses" — away from 
juvenile court jurisdiction, giv- 
ing Ihc problems lo existing 
agencies designed to handle 
them. 


Another, sponsored by Rep. 


Thaddeus Stopczynski, D-De; 
troit, requires all juveniles 15 
and over to be tried as adults for 
charges of murder, rape and 
armed robbery.

cused General Motors Corp. of contracting out jobs which union 
negotiators say should be done by workers in GM plants. Iran* 
Janies. administrative assistant to UAW Vice President Irving 
Huestone. said Tuesday he believes the company encourages plant 
managers to farm out jobs by letting them write the cost off to the 
corporation. The managers thus show savings in their am plant 
budget for worked they fanned out, say UAW negotiators, who ad- 
nutted they have no solid proof. 


"We suspect but vet can't 


prove that there is a different 
accounting system for work 
contracted out." James said. 
"We have scores of examples 
where we can sw no reason wby 
our people in the plant aren't 
doing the work." 


A GM spokesman said com- 


pany decisions to subcontract 
work has nothing to do wilh ac- 
counting procedures. 


"The UAW knows we have 


valid reasons for subcontracting 
work," the spokesman said. "If 
they feel they have some 
problems we would like to dis- 
cuss them at the bargaining ta- 
ble." 


Janies also said that plant 


managers often are unwilling to

Legislator Pushes Rewriting 


Of Michigan’s Juvenile Code 


LANSING, Mich 
(AP) - 
Rewriting the state juvenile 
code to counter gang v iolence in 
Detroit should be a top legisla­ 
tive priority, a sponsor of such 
legislation says. 


House Minority Leader Den­ 
nis Cawthorne, 
R-Mamstee, 
said Tuesday the legislature 
mast rewrite the code “to meet 
an existing situation which is 
getting rapidly out of control.” 


Under Cawlhorne’s bill, those 
aged 15 to 18 could be confined 
for up to three years for com­ 
mitting a felony. Youths in­ 
volved would be placed in a 
special program and would be 
segregated 
from 
older 
of­ 
fenders 


In 
addition, 
truants, 
in- 
corrigiblos and runaways could, 
as a last resort, be placed in 
"secure detention” if other 
methods to help them failed 
The bill would require state- 
provided l»»cal or regional child 
care 
facilities. 
including 
separate units for differing 
types of offenders. 


Under the measure, juvenile 
court records would Ik* des­ 
troyed 
when 
the 
offender 
reached either 18 or 21, depend­ 
ing on the crime. 


Two other measures aimed at 
changing the code also are 
pending in the House. One, 
sponsored by Rep Lynn Jon- 
dahl, D-East Lansing, takes 


truancy and runaways — "sta­ 
tus offenses” — away from 
juvenile court jurisdiction, giv­ 
ing the problems to existing 
agencies designed to handle 
them. 


Another, sponsored by Rep. 
Thaddeus Stopczynski, D-De- 
troit, requires all juveniles 15 
and over to be tried as adults for 
charges of murder, rape and 
armed robbery . 


Detroit has recently increased 
the number of policemen as­ 
signed 
to 
combat 
gangs, 
especially on ihe city's east 
side, in an attempt to stem the 
growing problem.

DETROIT (AP) — A top United Auto Workers official has ac­ 
cused General Motors Corp. of contracting out jobs which union 
negotiators say should be done by workers in GM plants, r ran 
James, administrative assistant to UAW Vice President Irving 
Bluestone, said Tuesday he believes the company encourages plant 
managers to farm out jobs by letting them write the cost off to the 
corporation. The managers thus show savings in their own plant 
budget for worked they farmed out, say UAW negotiators, who ad­ 
mitted they have no solid proof 


“We suspect but we can't 
prove that there is a different 
accounting system for work 
contracted out,” Jam es said. 
‘‘We have scores of examples 
where we can see no reason why 
our people in the plant aren’t 
doing the work.” 


A GM spokesman said com­ 
pany decisions to subcontract 
work has nothing to do with ac­ 
counting procedures. 


“ The UAW knows we have 
valid reasons for subcontracting 
work,” the spokesman said. “ If 
they 
feel 
they 
have 
some 
problems we would like to dis­ 
cuss them at the bargaining ta­ 
ble.” 


Jam es also said that plant 
managers often are unwilling to 
take 
responsibility 
for 
a 
complicated job, and subcon­ 
tract work so “ if something 
goes wrong, the contractor will 
catch the grief.” 


Jam es said the subcontract­ 
ing issue ties in with job 
security, a top UAWr issue in 
this year’s contract talks with 
the auto makers. 


He added that the union also 
is looking into service contracts 
the company signs when new 
and complicated equipment is 
purchased. 


Traditionally, he said, the 
company 
should 
sign 
a 
warranty contract with the ven­ 
dor to service such equipment 
while it was being installed. 
Then, when the equipment was 
put 
into operation, in-plant 
workers would take over ser­ 
vicing. 


Now, however, Jam es said the 
union believes some service 
contracts are being signed 
covering long periods of time 
when union members should be 
doing the work. 


In 1973, the UAW won the 
limited right for skilled trades­ 
men to strike over subcontract­ 
ing. 
In 
addition, 
the

makers agreed to make a 
“ reasonable effort” to minimize 
famung out work that could be 
done by their own employes. 


To strike on the issue, the 
UAW first must take each case 
to an arbitrator. The union may 
strike only if the arbitrator 
rules the union’s contract was 
violated.

Tall-masted sailing vessels 
like those that plied the Great 
Lakes more than a century ago 
will visit 
several Michigan 
shoreline cities this month in 
tribute to the nation's Bicen­ 
tennial.

PBB Maker Leaving Michigan; 
Says Pollution Rules Too Stiff 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) -The 


manufacturer of a fire reUrdanf 
involved in a massive livestock 
poisoning is leaving Michigan, 
saying it will cost too much to 
meet state water pollution stan- 
dards. 


Michigan Chemical Co. said 


Tuesday its St. Louis. Mich., 
operations will lie ended by 
about Sept. 1, 1978. There are 
325 people employed at Ihe 
plant. 


Some operations will be per- 


manently discontinued, spokes- 
man Jack Benifck said Tues- 
day, while others will be ab- 
sorbed at the Chicago-based 
firm's El Dorado, Ark. plant. 


Paul Hoffman, president of 


the company, told a Department 
of Natural Resources hearing 


liere Monday it would be too 
expensive for the company to 
spend it million to meet state 
water pollution requirements. 


Hoffman said the plant will 


shut down two of its operations 
by Dec. 31. The company hopes 
to sell the facility. 


Wayne Denniston of the DNR 


sakl Arksansas lias a large sup- 
ply of bromine, an clement 
widely used by the company. 


Dennistnn would neither con- 


firm nor deny the company's (3 
million estimate of what it will 
cost to meet the pollution 
requirements. 


But he said between now and 


1978, the company will comply 
with requirements for contain- 
ing luizardous materials and for 
controlling 
polybrominated 


biphenyl, or PBB. PBB, a toxic 
fire retardant. was accidentally 
mixed with livestock feed in 
1973. 


Bcnifek said company of- 


ficials felt they could not justify 
spending S3 million to comply 
with stale standards "for this 
particular plant.". 


The state earlier this year 


charged the company with not 
meeting 
"zero 
discharge" 


requirements tor PBB. The 
stale charged PBB was leaking 
into the nearby Pine River but 
Denniston said the company's 
plan for ending the discharge 
will be approved by a slate 
commission later this month. 


The contamination of lives- 


lock feed resulted in more tiian 
1UU,(WO farm animals being 


destroyed. Many were suffering 
fiiim a high degree of chemical 
contamination, while others had 
PBB levels 
that exceeded 


federal guidelines, meaning 
their products could not be sold. 
The contamination has spurred 
several scientific investigations 
into what effect, if any, humans 
will suffer from eating food 
tainted by the compound. 


iVcarly $50 million in lawsuits 


have been filed against the 
company, most by farmers 
seeking compensation for the. 
loss of cattle, chickens and 
liogs. 


Bcnifek said the company has 


not manufactured PBB since 
1974 and does not intend to 
resume its manufacture.

The key to elementary metric 
education, said Dr. Bauer, is to 
avoid switching from the l :.S 
system to metrics and back 
again. "The important watch­ 
word is not to teach conver­ 
sion." she said, but instead 
begin 
with 
metrics 
so 
it 
becomes a normal way of cal­ 
culating and thinking. 


High school students are get­ 
ting large doses of metrics in 
science, math and vocational 
education classes, and will get 
more intense study next year, 
Bauer said Meanwhile, metric 
education 
in the secondary 
schools will be made easier as 
elementary pupils move to the 
higher grades. 


But education officials still 


feel the program won t be fully 
successful unless students use 
metrics outside the classroom, 
too 
Thus Michigan may be 
blitzed with a variety of metric 
gimmicks m the y ears ahead. 


The Department of Education 
already has printed "m etric 
I D cards.” which bearers can 
fill 
out 
listing 
their 
measurements and sizes in me­ 
tric figure's. That resulted from 
a consciousness-raising staff 
session in which an education 
department aide appeared as 
"m etric man" to demonstrate 
his sizes in metric units. 


Department officials are now 
mulling over metric-prompting 
bumper stickers, billboards, 
and posters, and encouraging 
disc jockeys and sports an­ 
nouncers to talk in metric lingo.

Stations in southern 
California and Florida will be 
addl'd to the system early next 
year. 


"This satellite adds a new 
dimension, as well as increased 
capacity, to the nationwide 
telecommunicatios network." 
Jam es L. Clark, President of 
GTE Satellite corporation, a 
GTE subsidiary, and Richard 
R. Hough. President of AT&T 's 
long lines department, said in a 
joint 
statement 
marking 
inauguration of the staellite 
services. 


The new system will have the 
capacity to handle 28.800 simul­ 
taneous telephone conversa­ 
tions. In addition to providing 
communications serv ices within 
the contiguous 48 states and to 
Hawaii, the system is capable of 
serv mg Alaska and Puerto Rico 
through earth stations in those 


locations owned by other com­ 
munications carriers. 


The seven earth stations ul­ 
timately will be interconnected 
by means of two COMSTAR sa­ 
tellites. with a third satellite 
available in orbit for "back-up" 
purposes and a fourth serving 
as a ground spare. The total 
gross investment for the ground 
segments of the system — the 
earth stations — is approxima­ 
tely $77 million. 


GTE Satellite corporation will 
operate earth stations located at 
'lYiunfo Pass, Calif.; Homosas- 
sa. Fla.; and Sunset, Hawaii. 
AT&T will operate stations in 
Three Peaks. Calif.: Hanover. 
III.; 
Woodbury, 
Ga.: 
and 
Hawley, Pa., which will serve 
the New York City metropolitan 
area 
and 
the 
northeastern 
region. 


The four COMSTAR satellites 
are being leased by AT&T from 
COMSAT General corporation, 
a subsidiary of the communica­ 
tions 
Satellite 
corporation, 
under a seven-year contract to­ 
taling $327.6 million. The first 
COMSTAR was launched May 
13 from Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
by the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, and the 
second was launched July 22. 
The third launch is planned for 
1978. 


They were constructed for 
COMSAT General by Hughes 
Aircraft company, and they will 
orbit over the equator in “geos­ 
tationary” positions — meaning 
that each will move at the same 
rotational speed as the earth 
and thus remain over a fixed 
point on the earth’s surface.

Unlike nearly all private 


workers and many state and 
local public employes, federal 
civilian workers are not entitled 
to Social Security-benefits. But 
it is common for federal 
workers to "moonlight" in 
private jobs long enough to 
qualify for Social Security. 


With that combined coverage, 


a retired civil servant often can 
make more in retirement 
benefits than he took home 
while working. 


To get his generous pension,

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Federal Pensions Highest; Funds Deepest In Debt 


By LEE MITGANG 
Associated Press Writer 


Federal pension plans offer 
the best retirement deal in the 
nation to their workers, from 
the president of the United 
States to the mailman. But the 
pension funds also are amon^ 
the most debt-ridden. 


The 21 major pension plans 
covering federal employes have 
an unfunded debt of nearly $500 
billion, according to estimates 
compiled by the National Tax­ 
payers 
Union, 
a 
private 
nonprofit research group. That 
$500 billion is money guaran­ 
teed to present and future re­ 
tirees, money the pension plans 
do not have on hand and that 
each taxpayer will have to shell 
out over the coming years. 


As of March 1, the pension 
plan of the largest federal 
employer, the Civil Service 
Commission, 
had 
unfunded 
l>ension debts to 4.2 million ac­ 
tive and retired workers to­ 
taling $101 billion. 


In the military retirement 
system, the unfunded.debt to 3.1 
million 
active 
and 
retired 
employes is $172 billion'. 


The pension fund covering the 
U.S. foreign service has an un­ 
funded debt of $1 billion. 


And the Central Intelligence 
Agency owes an estimated 
16,000 employes, both active and 
retired, 
approximately 
$3 
billion more than it has on hand, 
the National Taxpayers Union 
estimates. (The CIA does not 
make such statistics available.) 


Under the Presidential Re- 
tiremen' Act. former President 
Nixon gets $63,000 a year in re­ 
tirement pay. Three presiden­ 
tial 
widows 
— 
Mamie 
Eisenhower, Bess Truman and 
Jaqueline Kennedy Onassis — 
get $20,000 a year each. It is es­ 
timated that the fund providing 
that money will be $3 billion in 
debt over the life of its commit­ 
ments. 


Of the 21 principal- ft (feral 
pension pans, only one — the 
Federal Reserve System Re­ 
tirement Plan covering 1,500 
employes — is fully funded, 
meaning that if the plan went 
out of existence, it would have 
the assets to pay all its pension 
debts on the spot. 


The rest of the plans ap­ 
parently are relying on faith in 
the federal government’s ability 
to tax 215 million Americans 
and print 
more money — 
something cities and states with 
billion-dollar 
pension 
debts 
can’t do. 


In the U.S. Civil Service. basic 
pension benefits average $550 a 
month or I6.K00 a year, accord­ 
ing to David Minton, a staffer 
for the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee But a 
retiree who started at that pen­ 
sion level three years ago has 
seen 
his 
post-retirement 
benefits grow to $8,494 when the 
cost-of-living allowance is ad­ 
ded, according to calculations 
done by the actuarial firm 
Program Planners. Inc., of New 
York 


While state and local public 
employes 
must 
serve 
an 
average of 10 years — known as 
the vesting period — before they 
can start collecting even a 
reduced pension, some U.S. 
civil servants can collect re­ 
tirement pay after only five 
years. After 41 years of service, 
a federal employe can get 90 per 
cent of the average of his three 
highest salaries years of ser­ 
vice. 


Unlike nearly all private 
workers and many state and 
local public employes, federal 
civilian workers are not entitled 
to Social Security benefits But 
it 
is common 
for 
federal 
workers to “ moonlight” in 
private jobs long enough to 
qualify for Social Security. 


With that combined coverage, 
a retired civil servant often can 
make 
more 
in 
retirement 
benefits than he took home 
while working. 


To get his generous pension, 
however, the federal employe 
must contribute 7 per cent of his 
yearly salary. Most private 
plans do not require employe 
contributions and state and 
local public workers have to pay 
only 4 or 5 per cent of their 
salaries toward pensions 
Last year, federal civil ser­ 
vants contributed $2.1 billion to 
their pensions, while taxpayers 
kicked in $9.2 billion, a cost of 
aiMiut $45 per American. 


The debt problem of federal 
plans is compounded by the 
most 
liberal 
cost-of-living 
allowances 
offered 
any 
American 
worker. 
The 
allowance matches each yearly 
rise in the Consumer Price In­ 
dex and then goes it one better. 
A 
so-called 
“ one-per-cent 
kicker” is added, meaning an 
extra one per cent adjustment 
above the inflation rate to com­ 
pensate for time delays in pay­ 
ing the cObt-of-living allowance. 


Federal officials say the mili­ 
tary retirement system is the 
most generous and most debt- 
plagued. The system is entirely 
pay-as-you-go, meaning the plan 
collects fn>m taxpayers only 


what it needs to get by each 
year. No fund is accumulated, 
no investments are made and 
hence there is no interest that 
might ease the tax burden. 
Pension experts say this type of 
system runs a high risk of 
sharply rising costs each year 


because provisions for future 
payments to retirees are never 
set aside. 


Military pension costs, borne 
by every American, have gone 
from $895 million in 1962 to a 
forecast $8.4 billion in fiscal 
1977. The Defense Department 


projects that military pensions 
will cost $11.3 billion in fiscal 
1980 and $20.9 billion by 199(1

employes make no contribution 
to the pension plans. They can 
retire after 20 years service at

Congressmen an- covered by 
the Civil Service Retirement 
Plan, but no one is sure how 
much of the1 fund’s $101 billion 
unfunded liability is due to 
congressional 
pensions.

Federal judges have what 
may be the best deal of all. 
Technically, they are never 
even considered retirees, but 
rather after age 65 or 70, 
depending on their number of 
years on the bench, attain 
"senior status,” after which 
they can work or not, at their 
own choice.

recommended by Rep. GUlis W. Long, D-La., and three other 
members of the Select House Committee on Professional Sports. 


Long, who has championed a team for the $163 million Super- 


dome in New Orleans, told the House panel Tuesday baseball has 
abandoned its fundamental responsibility to the American fans by 
expanding to Canada earlier this year and leaving U.S. cities such 
as New Orleans and the nation's capital without teams.

He said baseball's protection from the law has resulted in unfair 


treatment of players and "in a refusal to fill the void in American 
cities where the fans are begging for major league baseball." 


Committee chairman B.F. Sisk, D-Calif., said he was impressed 


with the testimony he has heard in the past few weeks urging that 
baseball be considered commerce as are the other major profes- 
sional sports such as football, basketball and hockey. 


Sisk said he hoped to hold hearings on the general subject of 


antitrust exemption in mid-September along with the socalJed 
hobby tax laws in which a sports owner must make a profit in two 
of seven years of operation or have the franchise considered a 
hobby for tax purposes.

Baseball’s Protection Attacked 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Baseball’s prestigious exclusion from 
the nation’s antitrust laws has come under attack by m em bers of 
a House committee seeking to put m ajor league team s in New 
Orleans and Washington, D C. 


Legislation to take away baseball’s antitrust exemption was 
recommended by Rep. Gillis W. Long, D-La , and three other 
m em bers of the Select House Committee on Professional Sports. 


Long, who has championed a team for the $163 million Super­ 
dome in New Orleans, told the House panel Tuesday baseball has 
abandoned its fundamental responsibility to the Am erican fans by- 
expanding to Canada earlier this year and leaving U.S. cities such 
as New Orleans and the nation s capital without team s. 


He said baseball’s protection from the law has resulted in unfair 
treatm ent of players and “ in a refusal to fill the void in American 
cities where the fans are begging for m ajor league baseball.” 


Committee chairm an B.F. Sisk, D-Calif., said he was im pressed 
with the testimony he has heard in the past few weeks urging that 
baseball Ik* considered comm erce as are the other m ajor profes­ 
sional sports such as football, basketball and hockey. 


Sisk said he hoped to hold hearings on the general subject of 
antitrust exemption in mid-September along with the socalled 
hobby tax laws in which a sports owner m ust m ake a profit in two 
of seven years of operation or have the franchise considered a 
hobby for tax purposes. 


Sisk also said he will hold hearings at the end of this month, 
calling officials from the Justice and Labor departm ents, the 
Internal Revenue Service and university economists. 


JOHNSON 


Rep. Frank Horton, R-N.Y., suggested that baseball does not 
need an antitrust exemption, although officials from the sport 
testified otherwise. He said football, basketball and hockey have 
been able to survive while adhering to the statutes and still 
remain competitive. 


Under the proposal, baseball would become “ com m erce" under, 
the law and would be regulated like other businesses. The 
Supreme Court in 1921 held that baseball was a sport and not 
subject to antitrust laws.

killed high school sports for the 
year- 


"We think about it every 


day."' said Stan Edwards, a 
Ketlering High School running 
back. "We wonder if we're 
practicing just to practice or if 
we're practicing to play. 


"We want to play very badly 


but right now al! we can do is 
wail and hope for the best." 


All around the city, team 


members say they are practic- 


ing, 
hoping 
somewhere, 


somehow, somebody will come 
up with the money to keep their 
program intact. 


The school system has made 


informal moves to find private 
funding for the high school var- 
sity sports program. But school 
Superintendent Dr. Arthur Jef- 
ferson said defeat of the Aug. 3 
millage increase question killed 
the only real chance to revive 
the program. 


"Of course, we wouldn't look 


a gift horse in the mouth and 
turn down the money if it was 
offered," Jefferson said. "But 
what about next year? And what 
about the academic programs 
that had tu be cut out? What we 


need is lung range financing, 
and we don't have il."

TOW POQUETTE 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Tom 
Poquette has a problem. And it 
could cost him the American 
League Rookie of the W ar 
award 


The baby-faced outfielder of 
the 
Kansas City 
Royals 
is 
cruising along with a .330 bat­ 
ting average and displaying a 
tenacious style in left field. 


That's enough to put him in 
the company of Detroit’s Mark 
Fidrych. 
Minnesota’s 
Hutch 
Wynegar 
and 
New 
Y ork’s 
Willie Randolph as one of the 
league’s top baseball freshmen. 


Poquette’s trouble is that 
none of his competition has to 


battle for recognition with the 
likes of George Brett, 
Hal 
McRae and John Mayberry 
“ Everyone’s a good player on 
this team,” shrugs Poquette in 
innocent understatement. "The 
competition is stiff. If 1 can 
play like this on a team like 
this. well, that's enough.” 


Hut if anyone appreciates the 
compact 24-year-old, it s Kan­ 
sas City Manager Whitey Her­ 
zog, whose team has built a 
comfortable 
lead 
in 
the 
American league West since 
Poquette began 
leading off 
against right-handers last May. 


"I never thought he would hit 
this well,” said Herzog, calling 


Poquette one oy the team's 
most surprising players. “ I 
knew he could field, but he 
never hit this well 
in 
the 
minors. Not ever.” 


Poquette, a left-handed bat­ 
ter, credits patience and Kan­ 
sas City hitting coach Charley 
Lau 
for 
much 
of 
his 
improvement. 


" I never played in one place 
two years in a row 
in the 
minors,” he said. “ I was al­ 
ways moving around. When I 
went back to Omaha for the 
second time, I had my best 
year (.305)." 


Lau. who boasts such dis­ 


ciples as Brett and Oakland’s 
Joe Rudi, persuaded Poquette 
to crouch more at the plate and 
shorten his swing. One payoff 
came June 15 when he rattled 
five hits and scored as many 
runs against Detroit. 


Poquette is helped by Royal 
Stadium, where singles often 
rocket into doubles and triples 
liecause of the synthetic turf, 
but he has a lot more than that 
going for him. 


The gutty native of Eau 
Claire, Wis., has already sur­ 
vived something that’s ended 
more than 
one big 
league 
career — a collision with an 


outfield wall. 


The bases were loaded June 
22 when Chicago’s Kevin Bell 
slammed a line drive into the 
left field corner. Poquette, who 
had been playing Boll to pull, 
was ready. 


“ I went for it. Then, at the 
last second. I decided to look 
up and see where the wall 
was,” he said. “ And it was 
right there.” 


He had to be carried off the 
field unconscious. His cheek­ 
bone was fractured in four 
places, a dozen stitches were 
needed to a close a gash over 
his left eye and he suffered a 
concussion. The cheekbone was 


put back into place through 
surgery and Poquette was out 
of the lineup for three weeks. 
He still sports a faint bruise 
around the eye. 


But although Poquette’s as­ 
cent to the majors was already 
delayed a year by two knee 
operations 
after 
the 
1974 
season, he rejects suggestions 
that he might be injury-prone. 


" It (the collision) was just 
that kind of play. The ball was 
there and I went after it. It 
happened, and it’s over, and 
that’s it,” he said. 


“ I ’m not afraid of the wall 
out there. You really can’t be if 


you're going to play. But I’m 
aware of it. I know where it 
is.”

State Helping Handicapped 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The state is looking for skilled han- 


dicapped people who want a job, the Michigan Department of Civil 
Service said Tuesday. The department said a new program for the 
handicapped implements the recommendations of a special task 
force. The project is the result of an agreement between the state 
Civil Service Commission and the state Department of Education. 
Administering the program is Loran Graham, an executive with 
the Detroit Office of Vocational Rehabilitation Services. Graham, 
45. will furnish technical assistance to agencies developing 
programs for the handicapped. He will also develop a program to 
give handicapped applicants the chance to use state rehabilitation 
sen-ices, the department said.

You, 
America’s 
taxpayers, 
forfeit 
countless 
hundreds of thousands of dollars each year in lost tax 
deductions simply because you don’t claim all the 
dependency deductions to which you are entitled. As 
one giant illustration, you’re extraordinarily confused 
about dependency deductions for children who, on the 
surface, do not appear to qualify as dependents. 


Yet, it’s often simple to so 


arrange your tax strategy that 
the tax dollars wind up in your 
pocket 
stead 
of 
the 
U.S. 
Treasury’s. And in 1976. your 
dependency deduction is $750 
plus a big dollar-for-dollar lux 
credit — a bigger tax credit 
than it was in 1975. 


The basic rules are that, 
generally, a child can qualify as 
your dependent only if Ik* or she 
is related to you and meets both 
of the following tests: 


(1) Your child’s annual gross 
income is under $750. 


(2) You pay over half your 
child's annual support. 


But there are many excep­ 
tions that eould give you an 
unanticipated tax break this 
year — if you act by Prentice- 
llall. 


Q. Your son is 21 years old 
and in college. This summer he 
is working part-time and earn­ 
ing $3,000 His total support for 
the year will I)e $6,200, of which 
you’re supplying the extra 
$3.200. Since he obviously is 
earning more than $750, do you 
lose the dependency deduction 
for him? 


A. No. This is one of the key 
exceptions. If your child is 
under 19 or a full-time student, 
the gross income test does not 
govern. You get the deduction if 
you supply more than half the 
support. Now is the time to 
review the facts about your 
child’s earnings and make sure 
you do indeed supply more than 
half the support in 1976. There’s 
a double bonus here: not only do 
you get the dependency deduc­ 
tion; your son gets a deduction 
for himself too. 


Q. This past June your 
daughter, Jane, married Bob, a 
boy in law school. Jane is in her 
senior year of college. Each has 
a $3.000 scholarship and each is 
earning $2.500 this summer. 
You contribute $2,000 to Jane 
this year (of which $1.500 went 
for dental bills). Bob’s parents 
gave him $2.600 in 1976. What’s 
your setup? 


A. Surprisingly, you probably 
get the big dependency $500 on 
her June wedding. For there’s a 
new 1976 government ruling 
that says money spent for a 
child’s wedding apparel, wed­ 
ding reception and flowers are 
all part of the child’s support. 


Say Jane's wedding, a simple 
one, cost you about $1.000. Due

Jane contributed $2,500 to her 
own support (the scholarship 
money doesn’t count as sup­ 
port). You contributed $2.000 
and thought you fell short of 
providing more than half. But 
counting the $1.000 wedding cost 
as support means you are 
providing more than half of 
Jane’s support, and you are en­ 
titled to a dependency deduction 
for Jane — plus credit. 


Caution: Jane and Bob must 
file separate returns if you are 
to claim Jane as a dependent. 
Since Bob’s parents will claim 
him as a dependent, this can 
|)ay off all around. 


You’re in line too for an addi­ 
tional $1.500 in deductions, the 
dental bills you paid for Jane 
are deductible by you as 
medical expenses. 


So you wind up with $2.250 111 
added tax deductions ($750 
dependency 
plus 
$1,500 
medical) plus a credit. And the 
$1,000 that put you over the top 
was the cost of her wedding. 


Meanwhile, your new son-in- 
law’s parents get the depen­ 
dency 
deduction 
for 
Bob. 
Everyone comes out a winner.

If that designation is award­ 
ed, the firm would not have to 
pay property taxes on the 
improvements for 12 years. 


The firm is also seeking an 
industrial development district 
designation for new construc­ 
tion at the plant. 


If that is awarded, the firm 
would Ik* eligible to pay taxes on 
just half the equalized value of 
the new construction for 12 
years. 


Final approval on both tax 
break applications must come 
from the state tax commission. 


Charles Schrenk, director of 
economic development at the 
Twin Cities Chamber of Com­ 
merce. said the firm's two 
applications are still being 
prepared by the firm's attor­ 
neys with assistance from the 
chamber. 


He said that because the 
applications are still being 
completed, the value of the 
improvements for which tax 
breaks will be sought has not 
yet lx*en determined. 


Schrenk said most of the 
improvements have 
already 
lieen completed. The work was 
l)egun shortly after Jeno's 
purchased the plant iii May. 
1975. 


Last April, the firm an­ 
nounced it had doubled its 
ability to process cherries and 
apples and had spoilt 111 excess 
of $1 million on improvements 
to include roofing, flooring, 
plumbing 
and 
wiring 
replacements. 


It also built a new dock and 
warehouse and 
agricultural 
chemicals 
building. 


Employment has climbed from 
about 40 employes to 200. plant 
officials said. 


Schrenk said the details of 
both applications will be an­ 
nounced at the public hearings. 


The hearings are to begin at 7 
p.m. at the township hall.

places of our sons, husbands 
and fathers in Crystal Springs 
cemetery, and (he many hours 
of loving labor involved in 
removing the rusty staples 
holding them to the wooden 
staffs, handwashing and ironing 
them, and trying to decide how 
lo nest use them in a utilitarian, 
but ethical fashion. My decision 
to use them for making quilts 
quite often are used by their 
owners for many years, and in 
the case of a sentimental value 
involved, are passed on to the 
next generation.

bicentennial celebration of our 
country, that urged me lo 
preserve these flags for fulure 
use. 


I deeply apologize to the lady 


for any grief caused her by my 
desire to share my project of 
love with my fellow Berrien 
County residents, and am sorry 
lhal she misundcrslood my mo- 
tive, and thought I obtained the 
flags this year, rather than in 
1975. 


I did not remove the flags 


from the graves, but a from a 
trash container in the cemetery, 
wilh permission.

My caller the other night has 
a loved one buried in C rystal 
Springs cem etery, and due to 
her recent loss, is apparently 
still in deep mourning. Having 
had flowers and a flag d isap ­ 
pear from his grave previously, 
she personally placed this flag 
at her own expense. I can un­ 
derstand her shock and dism ay 
when she discovered that not 
only this second flag on her 
husband’s grave, but all other 
flags on v eteran s’ graves in 
Crystal Springs cem etery are no 
longer there. Seeing my picture, 
and the accom panying article, 
she assum ed it was I who 
removed them . She accused me 
of several things, which 
is 
prompting her to initiate a peti­ 
tion drive among local veterans 
organizations. These petitions 
are to be sent to Lansing and 
Washington. 


I assured her of my great 
reverence and feelings of honor 
for these flags from the resting 
places of our sons, husbands 
and fathers in Crystal Springs 
cem etery, and the many hours 
of loving labor involved in 
removing 
the 
rusty 
staples 
holding them to the wooden 
staffs, handwashing and ironing 
them, and trying to decide how 
to best use them in a utilitarian, 
but ethical fashion. My decision 
to use them for making quilts 
quite often are used by their 
owners for many years, and in 
the ease of a sentim ental value 
involved, are passed on to the 
next generation. A case in point 
was the exposition of m any 
quilts in the old Berrien County
